Persons wishing to send materials 


for clothing to friends, relatives or 
others overseas may now do so 
through a fourth CARE package, 
the Adams County Red Cross an- 
nounced todaf. 


The new package contains four 


yards of white broadcloth, four 
yards of printed shirting, 2% yards 
of navy drill, a pack of needles, 
thimble,, eight spools of thread and 
similar articles so that persons over- 
seas can make trousers, skirts, chil- 
dren's suits or the like. 


The Cooperative for American 


Remittances to Europe (CARE) now 
has four packages available to those 
who wish to send?- various things 
overseas, the county Red Cross an- 
nounced. One package contains 21.37 
pounds of food, another woolen tex- 
tile materials, another blankets and 
the like. All cost $10 each, which 
covers the actual cost and mailing 
cost. 


Packages may be shipped to Aus-

WHAT IS HAPPINESS, ANYWAY? 


That for which we all seek—all 


of us, everywhere—is happiness. But 
what is it, since it is the most preci- 
ous possession that any of us can 
attain? Well, I have one definition 
for. it. Happiness is what we give 
away! 


If we keep happiness for our- 


selves it soon withers, or is dissolved 
into personal selfishness. We keep 
gaining it, and renewing its precious 
substance by giving it away, by 
spreading it far and wide, and by a 
universal sharing. Then we keep it! 
The very gift of happiness to others 
is an assurance of its return to us, 
thus replenishing its stock. 


The song bird doesn't sing merely 


to exercise its vocal cords. It sings 
because it is happy, and wants the 
world to know about the fact. That's 
what makes the workman sing at his 
job. He does not always realize that 
he is advertising his joy, but the hap- 
piness of happy people keeps run- 
ning over as a natural process! 


Many think that if they had a 


great deal of money they would then 
be happy. But there are far more 
people who are happy without much 
of it than there are .those who have 
an abundance. Happiness is always 
relative. The peasant with his little 
family and garden, and his small 
means, often has a happiness that 
a king might well envy. 


Thoreau, who built a neat cabin by 


the shore of Walden pond, at a cost 


I of less than fifty dollars, knew more 
happiness there in two years than 
most men ever know in a lifetime. 
Then he wrote a book about it all— 
"Walden"—and let millions into his 
secret. And enriched all literature 
as •well. 


TSTo one can measure the influence 


of a happy man or woman. Jesus 
in the Bible story is described as a 
"man of sorrows, and acquainted 
with grief," yet he "went about do- 
ing good," and selected as his one 
objective, to make people happy- 
calling the children to him, and 
blessing them, healing the sick, and 
comforting those with troubles, and 
those bowed down in sorrow. 


If you have any happiness at all, 


just start giving it away, and ex- 
perience the joy of its return in 
double measure! All happiness is 
what you give away.

'BLED WHITE' 
BY RUSSIANS? 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 


Former President Herbert Hoover 


opens up a wide avenue for serious 
reflection when he charges that Mos- 
cow is delaying rehabilitation of the 
'ormer Axis nations, and adds that 
the reasons for continuous obstruc- 
,ion by Russia to every effort which 
would restore production have at 
east some expression in the Russian 
:>ress as a method by which- the 
Jnited States can be bled while by 
relief measures." 


Mr. Hoover made this accusation 


n a letter to the appropriations 
lommittee of the House of Repre- 
entatives. He suggested methods of 
estoring the German and Japanese 
economies to ease the American tax 
payer burden and admonished: 


"We should wait no longer. Rus- 


na will not make war about it." 


Two Possibilities 


Well, why should Russia want to 


bleed the United States white—if 
hat is indeed the desire of the Mus- 
ovites? Mr. Hoover doesn't dilate 
m the subject, perhaps for the rea- 
on that the answer is fairly ob- 
/ious. If that is what the Soviets 
have in mind, the purposes clearly 
must be one or both of these: 


1. To reduce America from her 
losition as the world's greatest pow- 
r to one of such economic weak- 
ness that she no longer would be 
dominant in global affairs. In this 
onnection we must note Moscow's 
epeated allegations that the United 
States has imperialistic designs and- 
s trying to encircle the Soviet 
Union. 


2. To create a condition of eco- 


nomic chaos in- the United States 
calculated to permit Communism to 
take over the government and es- 
tablish a Soviet. 


Could Aid Rehabilitation 


Hoover called for rehabilitation of 


the enemy countries and, in order 
to achieve this, urged that the 
United States make an immediate 
peace with Japan, and that the pres- 
ent plan of a temporary centralized 
German government in the Ameri- 
can and British zones_of Germany 
be carried out immediately, subject 
to our military direction. In a sub- 
sequent press conference the former 
president said he wouldn't regard 
a separate peace with Germany and 
Japan as a violation of any interna- 
tional agreement.

Twice mayor of Erie, the one-time

Reports On Scab 


"It is too early to go out on a 


limb and say that the danger of 
scab infection is over," L, O. Weav- 
er, extension pathologist, told the 
growers. "In some of the larger 
orchards with good equipment and 
lots of help it. is difficult today to 
find any scab spots. But in some of 
the small orchards' where lack of 
equipment and help combined with 
the bad weather prevented keeping 
to the spray schedule it is easy to 
find scab. I believe that we should 
play the game safe. If we continue 
to have rains and warm weather 
in a few weeks we could have a 
very bad infection if we do not 
continue the battle against it." 


Weaver and John Pepper, exten- 


sion entomologist both spent much 
of the time allotted them, ia warn- 
ing growers to keep on with their 
spraying schedules even in orchards 
where the frost wiped out all of the 
fruit. 


Pepper -warned "you are not in 


business for one year only. If you 
do not take care cf the orchard this 
year because it does not hare enough 
fruit to make it appear profitable, 
then you will just pile up trouble for 
next year." 


Urges Spraying 


Weaver pointed out that, "we're 


not worried about the old leaves any 
more. The scab is up hi the new 
growth." Two or three sprays now 
to carry through will "really pay/' 
Weaver said. 


He suggested that those growers • 


using a DDT solution at present

Pepper said that the first coddling 


moth eggs are hatching, this week 
and added that "if we get started 
right on this spray we'll hit the 
coddling moth a good lick this year."

9. Another spray letter will go out 
from the county agent's office pos- 
sibly today or Thursday, he added, 
with details concerning the find- 
ings made during a field tour Wed- 
nesday and with recommendations 
for the. next spray.

Lure of New Engines 


Installing a new engine in an old 


car may look like the answer to your 
prayer, but this step should be taken 
with full knowledge of the facts. 
Such changes often entail problems. 
Putting a late engine into an earlier 
car, for -instance, may present the 
problem of how to rearrange some 
of the accessories. Sometimes there 
is no room for the fuel pump, or 
tricks may have to be done with the 
generator. 
Usually 
some way of 


solving such headaches can be found 
but not without time and effort. It is 
also important to remember that 
the newness of the engine may be 
something of a trial to the rest of 
the car which is still old. A new en- 
gine is likely to call for clutch serv- 
ice. 
Use of new engines is mo;=t 


practical where a late model car 
has received a great deal of use and 
where it is more economics1! to re- 
place' the motor than to rebuild- 
it. 


One They Overlook 


One of the causes of high oil 


consumption 
is 
invariably over- j 


looked. I refer to weakness of the | 
oil pressure relief valve. When pres- | 
sure is allowed to build up excessive j 
ly it results in overlubrication of j 
some of the motor parts which are j 
fed through the pressure, lines. Any 
overlubrication, whether .from ex- 
cessive pressure or from loose bear- 
ings which allow oil to be thrown 
too freely to the cylinder walls, will i 
cause 
waste. This condition 
is 


closely related to the grade of oil 
used. See that tension of the relief 
valve spring is correct for the en- 
gine, and use the grade oil recom- 
mended by the manufacturer with 
all allowances for the engine's age 
and condition. 


Fooled by Diluent 


Still on the subject of oil con- 


sumption I want to point out a pit- 
fall in the reasoning of a filling sta- 
tion attendant with whom I chatted 
the other evening on a trip. He said 
that around town the engine of his 
car did not use any oil, but that on 


road the loss was considerable. I

“It Is too early to go out on a 
limb and say th a t the danger of 
I scab Infection is over." L. O. W eav­ 
er. extension pathologist, told the 
growers.

some of the larger 
; orchards with good equipm ent and 
I lets of help it is difficult today to 
| find any scab spots But In some of 
I the sm all orchards where lack of 
, equipm ent and help combined with 
the bad w eather prevented keeping 
to the spray sctiedule it is easy to 
! find scab I believe th a t we should 
play the game safe If we continue 
to have rains and warm w eather 
in a few weeks we could have a 
very bad 
infection if we do not 
continue the battle against i t ” 
W eaver and John Pepper, exten­ 
sion entom ologist both spent much 
of tile tim e allotted them in w arn­ 
ing growers to keep on with their 
spraying schedules even in orchards 
where the frost wiped out all of the 
fruit. 
Pepper w arned “you are not in 
business for one year only If you 
do not take care cf the orchard this 
year because it does not have enough 
i fruit to m ake it appear profitable, 
I then you will Just pile up trouble for 
next year." 
I ’rges Spraying 
W eaver pointed out th a t "we’re 
not worried about the old leaves any 
more The scab la up in the new' 
growth " Two or three .sprays now’ 
to carry through will “really pay," 
W eaver said 
He suggested th a t those growers 
using a DDT solution a t present 
employ 
a 
fungicide 
with 
their 
sprays 
if 
the 
present 
type 
of 
w eather continues. 
Pepper said th a t the first coddling 
m oth eggs are hatching this week 
and added that "lf W'e get sta rte r 
right on this spray w ell h it the 
coddling m oth a good lick th is year." 
At present about 90 per cent are 
pupating under the bark cf the 
trees. He said he expects th e peak 
of emergenc e to be about June 6 to 
9. Another spray letter will go out 
from the county agent's office pos­ 
sibly today or Thursday, he added, 
with details concerning the find­ 
ings m ade during a field tour W ed­ 
nesday and w ith recom m endations 
for the next spray.

sylvania, with only a few thousand 
men out, then spread rapidly into 
a total of 11 states, until on final 
shifts yesterday more than (a quar- 
ter million soft coal miners and sev- 
eral 
thousand anthracite diggers 


were out. The nation's daily output 
of 2.000.000 tons of coal was more 
than cut in half. 


Steel mills and coal-haulmc; rail- 


roads were the first to feel the pinch 
of 
closed 
mines aud dwindling 


stockpiles. 


Carnegie-Illinois Steel 
Corpora- 


tion, biggest subsidiary of U. S. Steel 
Corporation, slashed operations from 
104 to 45 per cent of theoretical 
capacity in the Pittsburgh district. 
It had earlier cut back equivalent to 
four and a half of the 25 blast fur- 
naces it operates in the district. 


In the Youngstown, Ohio, district, 


steel operations dropped from 93 to 
64 per cent of capacity, after Re- 
public Steel Corporation banked a 
blast furnace and pared Bessemer 
operations to an average of one turn 
daily. 


The steel makers were cutting 


back not only to conserve coal al- 
ready on hand and to absorb the 
shock of this week's work stoppage 
but also provide against the possi- 
bility that little coal might be duf-;

Fire Destroys York-Shipley 
Plant;Report$350,OOOLoss 


York, Pa., June 28 
A spectac- 


ular fire that demolished a block- 
long industrial building here at an 
estimated loss of between $350,000 
and $400,000 was reported still burn- 
ing today in a portion of the build- 
ing, nearly five hours after its dis- 
covery 


At least 15 fire companies, all the 


fire fighting apparatus of York, aided 
by 
volunteeis 
from 
surrounding 


York county communities, fought 
the blaze last night. 


Seven firemen were injured, none 


seriously, and treated at York hos- 
pitals. 


The building housed the sheet 


metal plant of York-Shipley Inc , 
manufacturers of oil burning equip- 
ment, and the Karl Ort aeronautical 
factory/ It was located on Poplar 
street, between Belvidere avenue 
and West street. 


The blaze was discovered in the 


York-Shipley paint shoo, shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock, EST last 
night. 


Within an hour the flames swept 
the second floor and jumped an 
eight-inch fire wall separating the 
Shipley and Ort concerns. 


At 11 p. m., police ordered the 


evacuation of families in six houses 


on West street when a strong north- 
western breeze fanned the flames 
toward the homes Firemen concen- 
trated their efforts on saving the 
homes. 


Thousands of persons, police said, 


witnessed the fire, crowding loofs 
and nearby dwellings and jamming 
the street. 


Only charred walls of the build- 


ing, owned by H. M. Rehmeyer, re- 
mained standing at 2'30 a m to- 
day and Fire Chief L Ellis Wagner 
said it was possible that these would 
collapse. 


Director of Public Safety John L 


Mayer reported the fire under con- 
trol at midnight. Fire Chief Wagner, 
\n a later report, said the flames 
still were burning in. a portion of 
the building at 2:30 a m. 


Several loud explosions wei e heard 


shortly after the fire was discovered 
and the billowing black smoke ham- 
pered firemen in their efforts to 
battle the blaze. 


Dale Laughman, foreman of the 


York-Shipley night shift, said more 
than a dozen 55-gallon drums of 
commercial ether and a quantity 
of ersite, an inflammable chemical 
coating, were stored in the paint 
shop.

PROPER NAILING 
OF FLOORS VITAL 


Having good floors which will be 


a constant source of beauty and 
comfort for -the life of your home 
is simply a matter of selecting good 
flooring and making sure it is prop- 
erly laid. The first requisite can be 
assured by specifying oak or other 
hardwood. The second is a matter 
of entrusting the laying to a quali- 
fied flooring applicator. 


A few simple precautions during 


construction, for example, will pro- 
vide protection against the devel- 
opment 
of floor squeaks. Most 


squeaks result from one or a com- 
bination of these causes: sub-floors 
not properly nailed; too few nails in 
the finished floors; use of nails that 
are too small.

RANGE SHELTER 


EASY TO BUILD 


With the coming of summer, most 


farm flock owners will be turning 
their young birds out to range, 
where tlie benefits of good pasture 
and early summer sunshine will help 
them grow into strong, healthy pul- 
lets. Poultry experts advise that this 
be done as early as the weather will 
permit. 


.Light, movable range shelters are 


coming into more general use by 
poultry raisers. These shelters per- 
mit the growing of pullets on 
ground free from the contamination 
usually 'found around permanent 
poultry houses and allows the sep- 
aration of young growing stock from 
the adult 
flock. 
» 


A good, low-cost shelter can be 


built with a small' amount of lum- 
ber, several sheets of asbestos ce- 
ment board, a few nails and some 
chicken wire. It will be light, easy 
to move and easy to clean. The as- 
bestos board is rotproof and peck- 
proof. 
The frame is constructed of 1x2- 


inch lumber, with five 2x2-inch 
roosts. A durable roof is made of 
two sheets of asbestos cement board 
each of the standard 4 feet by 8 
feet size. Asbestos board can also 
be utilized for flooring. The entire 
framework is enclosed with poultrj 
mesh wire.

BILL TO CHECK 
UTILITY STRIKES 
HAS DUFFS OKAY 


By MARTIN BRACKBILL 


Harrisburg, May 27 (/P)—Strikes of 


public utility employes would be 
banned until elaborate mediation 
and arbitration machinery was ex- 
hausted under a Senate measure 
rounding, out the administration 
labor program today. 


Labeled by its sponsor, Sen. ' A. 


Evans Kephart (R.-Phila.), as "Gov- 
ernor (James H.) Duff's bill," the 
measure came before the Senate 
labor committee already considering 
House-passed bills to ban strikes by 
public employes and eliminate job- 
less benefits to strikers. 


The measure was offered in the 


upper branch as key Republican 
senators arranged another confer- 
ence with Governor Duff on other 
' controversial labor legislation which 
has been on the Senate calendar for 
almost two weeks. 


Claim Not "Punitive" 


Sen. Weldon B. Heyburn (R.- 


Delaware), sponsdr of two of the 
measures which would establish a 
"cooling-off" period in advance of 
strikes and allow the state Labor 
Relations Board to conduct secret 
votes before and during labor walk- 
outs, said "the entire labor program" 
before the General Assembly was up 
for discussion with the executive. 


He indicated Senate leaders would 


try to convince Governor Duff that 
the Senate measures, approved "in 
general" by the upper branch's ma- 
jority last week, will not violate 
Duff's ban on,"punitive" labor laws. 


In addition to the "cooling off" 


period, Heyburn's measure would re- 
vise the state Labor Relations Law 
to make jurisdictional strikes over 
union recognition and secondary 
boycotts in labor disputes illegal 
labor practices. 


Penalties Provided 


Another measure sponsored by 


Sen. Kephart would limit union ini- 
tiation fees to $25, open union mem- 
bership to anyone qualified to do a 
task without regard to closed shop 
agreements and ban operation of 
union "hiring halls" or employment 
agencies in. a manner that coerces 
employers. 


Kephart's public utility measure 


would make it "unlawful for any 
group of employes acting in concert 
to call a strike or cause any work 
stoppage or slowdown" in violation 
of the arbitration provisions or after 
an arbitration order or court deci- 


! sion has been issued. 


Persons violating the proposed law 


would be subject to fines from £500 
to $2,500 a person or six months in 
jail or both while common pleas 
courts would be empowered to issue 
injunction on petition of any per- 
son adversely affected by violations.

No Possible Compromise 


That seems like the logical remedy 


to try at this juncture. It's logical 
because, while China's needs are 
many and diversified, she considers 
her essential requirement right, now 
to be the wherewithal to defeat the 
Chinese communists. 


I realize that this assertion is 


strong- mustard and gives rise TO the 
question of why defeat of the com- 
munists should be placed ahead of, 
say, further reform in the national 
government with the idea of Tanning 
over the Reds peacefully. Must the 
Chinese political quarrel be settled 
on the battle-field? 


We discussed a partial answer to 


this briefly in yesterday's column. 
It is that there is no possible com- 
promise between communism and 
any other political belief on the face 
of the earth. No country could be 
part communist and part something 
else. It's that cardinal fact which 
rapidly is dividing the globe into 
two camps which are at swords 
point politically, economically and 
religiously 


However, that isn't the whole 


story by a long shot. There's an- 
other highly important angle to 
which Catholic Archbishop Paul Yu- 
Pin drew attention yesterday at Nan- 
inng m a statement—calling" 'for 
American aid. JHe decilaxed that 
China's civil war actually 'is a "for- 
eign war." He added that unless 
the United States gave assistance 
"she herself may be the next victim,' 
and China may become the birth- 
place of World War III. 


Terrible Paradox 


The significance 
of the arch- 


bishop's remark about a "foreign 
war" is of course that it echoes 
Chinese 
Nationalist 
governmen- 


charges that Russia is aiding the 
Chinese communists in their effort 
to overthrow the Nanking govern- 
ment and establish communism in 
China. As a matter of fact this 
charge isn't new. but has been main- 
tained by Chiang's government for 
a long time. The Russians are ac- 
cused not only of furnishing the Chi- 
nese rebels with war supplies, but 
with having turned important mili- 
tary positions over to them when the 
Soviet forces were withdrawing from 
Manchuria. 


Anyway, the vital point is that if 


the Chinese communists should be 
successful in their rebellion, Moscow 
ultimately would add China with its 
five hundred millions to tne Soviet 
sphere of influence. That would 
make Russia the dominant power in 
the Orient. Small wonder tnen thai 
Archbishop Paul 
Yu-Pm 
should 


think of China as the possible birth- 
place of a third world war. 


So China would seem to be con- 


fronted with a very terrible paradox: 
that she must forge peace m the 
flames of war
